This refers to your July 1, 201 1, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request by which 
you seek to obtain a copy of all documents released pursuant to the FOIA requests controlled 
under file numbers HQMC-20 10007 10, HQMC-20100071 1, HQMC-20 10007 12, 
HQMC-20 10007 13, and HQMC-20 10007 14. This also follows up our correspondence to you of 
July 7, 2011. 

Please be advised that there were no documents released in response to the FOIA requests 
controlled under the above-referenced file numbers. The FOTA requests were determined to be 
unperfected on the issue of fees and administratively closed. Accordingly, there are no 
documents responsive to your request. 

Further be advised that I am denying your requests for media requester status and a 
"public interest" waiver of fees. Review of your request reveals that you failed to demonstrate 
with the required specificity why you should be granted such requests. See 32 C.F.R. Part 286 
and 32 C.F.R. Part 701. 

Because your request for media requester status is denied, I have categorized you as an 
"Other Requester" for the purpose of assessing FOIA processing fees. As such, you are entitled 
to two hours search and 100 pages of office copy duplication at no cost to you but would, 
normally, be responsible for the payment of any incurred search and/or duplication costs 
exceeding your free entitlement. In this instance, there were no duplication costs incurred and 
search time amounted to less than two hours. Accordingly, there are no charges for the 
processing of your request in this instance. 

In view of the above, you may consider this an adverse determination that may be 
appealed to the General Counsel, Department of the Navy (Attn: FOIA Appeals), 1000 Navy 
Pentagon, Room 5A532, Washington, DC 20350-1000. Your appeal must be postmarked within 
60 calendar days from the date of this letter to be considered and should include a copy of your 
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initial request letter, a copy of this correspondence, and a written statement indicating why you 
believe your appeal should be granted. I recommend that your appeal letter and its envelope 
both bear the notation, "Freedom of Information Act Appeal."
